len.” 

“The speediest, fairest and | 
wiv to determine the adequacy of the 
present ordinance,” the resolutions 
declare, “is to give it a fair chance 
by 2 rigid and impartial enforcement. 
In this way and in this way alone 
can tke public know whether or not 
the existing traffic laws are adequate. 
No matter what laws are enacted 
they will be ineffective unless rigid- 
ly enforced,” 

The resolutions srate that the 
Atlanta Safety council has givew con- 


viderable study to traffic conditions 
in Atlanta, and express the belief that 
the existing traffic ordinance, adopt- 
el March 23, of this year, “would,

Augusta, Ga., September 19.— (Spe- 
cis].)—T'wo hundred and fifty of Au- 
gusta’s leading citizens met tonight 
with Governor Clifford M. Walker 
and the tax commission to discuss the 
tux problem of the state. During the 
day, the governor and his party visit- 
ed the Gracewood school for mental 
defectives, the University hospital, 
and the veterans’ hospitals. 

In giving an outline of the purpose 
of the joint meetings in the larger 
cilies, the governor said that he has 
no fears for Georgia and is confident 
of the outcome of the efforts of the 
gegtlemen composing the special tax 
commission, 

“These gentlemen,” the 
suid, “are all patriotic citizens, who 
sladly set aside their various busi- 
resses, and without pay of any kind 
to take up the task of finding means 
to remedy the present‘ tax situation. 
Tlese men have no political ambitions 
and all are, except one, dirt farmers.” 

No Perfect System. 
In touching on the tax problem, 


speaker 


the governor said that “there has | 


never been, and-there never will be, 
a perfect tax system in Georgia or 
anywhere else.” The governor ie- 
clared, however, that it is planned to 
construct a system that will be as 
near perfect as possible and that it 
was for this purpose that he has 
chosen a special commission to tour 
tlie state and obtain views and sug- 
gestions of the people. 

Talks were made by many speakers 
but none seemed to hit upon angthing 
concrete.. A talk that carried con- 
siderable weight with it was the 
spcech by Paul Stephens, a tocal at- 


tive of labor. 

Mr. Stephens said, “labor‘’s = ttti- 
tude towards taxation can be ex- 
pressed briefly. We are not dtsposed 
to codge taxation but are of the opin- 
ion that whatever is done in the taxa- 
tion should be with the thought of 
special privileges toward none and 
equai rights for all. The idea of in- 
come taxes and so-called sales taxes 
are not consistent with each other. It 
his always been held that where 
there is one, the other is not feasible. 
Labor has been, and always will be, 
opposed to a saies tax in any form. 
This will place the burden upon the 
shoulders of the poor man who is 
least able to-bear it.” 

Favors Income Tax. 

A graduated income tax stated the 
speaker has been adopted by the na- 
tional and many state governments, as 
the best means of getting revenue from 
those who are best able to pay it. 

Mr. Stephens, in closing, said, “My 
besc thought is that a moderate in- 
come tax would be the logical solu- 
tien, in addition to a law that would

STORY OF AILLING 
I) TOLD AT TRIAL 
OF MRS. COPELAND 


Woman Faces Jurors for 
Slaying John Roberts, 
Goodson Also Taken To 
Statenville. | 


Statenville, Ga., September 19.— 
(Special.)—After a jury had been 
chosen at 2 o’clock this afternoon, the 
state began its case in the trial of 
Mrs. Joe Copeland, charged with the 
killing of John Roberts, at Mayday. 
Ga., on September 9. A. D. Goodson, 
Mrs. Copeland’s companion at _ the 
time of the slaying, was brought here 
with her from Valdosta this morning. 

Jessie Collie, state witness, who saw 
ihe shooting, told of the killing and 
of the actions of the defendant and 
the slain man prior to the fatal fray. 
The state finished ‘ts case at 5 
o'clock. Court adjourned tonight un- 
til tomarrow. 

The trial began at 9 o'clock this 
morning. 

When Mrs. Copeland said that she 
was financially unable to employ 
counsel, four attorneys were imme- 
diately appointed by the court to de- 
fend her. They are: Judge J. D. 
Cranford, E. J. Wilcox and the law 
firm of Langdale & Franklin. 

Solicitor General Clifford E. Hay is 
conducting the prosecution. 

Self-Defense Claimed. 

Self-defense will be the claim of 
Mrs. Copeland. She asserts that 
Roberts struck here before she fired 
the fatal shots. 

The shooting of Roberts occurred 
on September 9 at the railway station 
in Mayday, Ga. Five bullets were 
fired into his body from a revolver 
which Mrs. Copeland was carrying 
in a paper bag, held in her hand. 

A heated argument between Roberts 
and Goodson preceded the tragedy, 
Reberts is said have protested 
against the alleged relationship be- 
tween Goodson and Mrs. Copeland. 
During the altercation, -Mrs. Cope- 
land claims that Roberts struck 
with a stick and that she fired the 
five shots in self defense, 

She fled to the woods, but was ar- 
rested the following day after she 
had gone to her mother’s house to se- 
cure food. Goodson left on a train 
and was seized in Florida within 48 
hours.

Wife Drops Dead. 

Upon hearing the news of her hus- 
bard's death, the young wife of 
Roberts dropped dead in the yard of 
her home at Mayday, making the 
second victim in the tragedy. She left 
seven children, the oldest of whom is 


sixteen. 
Mrs. Copeland had been held in the 


jail at Valdosta until this morning, 
when she was brought here for the 
trial by Sheriff W. W. Pennington 
and six deputies. Mrs. Annie Powell, 
sister of the prisoner, and Goodson 
were also brought here. Goodson is 
held on a misdemeanor charge and 
the fact of his being brought to Staten- 
ville caused surprise. 

All of the persons connected with 


the tragedy are prominent in Echols

Sensational proposals for surrender 
to France on the Ruhr and repara-

These proposals, made known by 
sources close to Chancellor Strese- 
mann, follow: 

1.—Germany is prepared to cease 
passive resistance immediately on con- 
dition that expelled Germans be al- 
lowed to return to the occupied area 
and that Germans arrested by the oc- 
cupying forces be released. 

2.—Germany is also ready to con- 
sider paying a reparations figure 
above 30,000,000,000 gold marks, 

3.—Germany offers to place deben-

A dramatic note was struck in the 
trial of E. C. Stigall, ex-chief of the 
city vice squad, charged with killing 
WW. H. Hames, when the widow of 
the slain man mounted the witness 
stand and in a voice broken with 
sobs of grief and nervous pauses, re- 
counted the scene in the hospital reom 
where her husband died a few oours 
after the shooting. 

Mrs. Hames followed on the stand 
nine witnesses who testified that 
Stigall shot Hames in the back a8 
the latter was turning in terror from 
the revolver in the ex-policeman’s 
hand. Ernest Stanton, who was 
srounded by Stigall, declared that J. 
H. Kirk, victim of Stigall’s revol- 
ver, had, just before Stigall began 
shooting, cried: “Stigall, yuu 
wouldn't be coward enough to shoot 
unarmed men.” 

Mrs. Hames, veiled ia black, heail- 
tantly made her way to the stand at 
the summoning of Solicitor General 
John A. Boykin, who is conducting 
the prosecution. The gruesome ac- 
counts of her husband’s slaying which 
she has beard during the two dass 
of trial, evidently had afded greatly 
to ber grief. She p.uged frequently 
in her netrative to wipe away tears 
or stifle a sob, It was plain thut

Chancellor Stresemann’s last pro- 
posal, the project of a mortgage on 
German industry, had broken against 
the adgmantine wall of French policy. 
Poincare reiterated Sunday that “sub- 


terfuge and evasion is useless: the 
surrender of passive resistance is the 
essential preliminary to negotiations 
of any sort.” 

Three possible avenues of action 
confronted the German cabinet at the 
crucial meeting when the decisions to 
capitulate were taken. 

The first was to continue passive 
resistance by keeping the money 
presses going at top speed and flood- 
ing the Ruhr with paper wealth to 
feed idle workers. 

The secon” was to hedge, yielding 
point by point, mean vhile making new 
and desperate diplomatic efforts to ob- 
tain a truce. 

The third was capitulation — al- 
though it was not called by that name. 

Capitulation was finally decided up- 
on.

STIL AT LARGE 


No clues pointing to the identity 
of the bandits that robbed the Lyric 
theater just before daybreak Wed- 
nesday morning had been unearthed 
by detectives assigned to the case 
late Wednesday night. 

The robbery, considered by local 
| authorities to be une of the most 
daring to come to their attention re- 
cently, proved likewise puzzling, in 
that the thieves eluded detection by 
the night watchman, Frank Day, who 
is said to have been given first in- 
formation concerning the affair Ly 
Eddie Foster, negro janitor, when 
the latter came to work Wednesfay 
morning. 

Cash and valuables estimeted to 
reach $3,500 were obtained by the 
robbers, who forced open the large 
iron safe in the building, and also 
rifled the cash drawer in the soda 
fount in the lobby. 


The thieves made their escape in 
a motor truck they had stolen from 
the Walker Roofing company. In 
their flight a sheet metal cash box, 
containing deeds and vther valuable 
papers, was dropped from the truck, 
as was a pistol. a knife and some 
burglar tools. These were found by 
G. M. Williams, who carried them 
to the office of Grant-Jeter Realty 
company. 

Captain M. J. Wright, head of the 
Bertillion department, made photo- 
'graphs of finger prints, but Lad de- 
veloped no clue of particular value 
from them late last night.

It pointedly, and with marked 
significance, declared it was usSe- 
less to devise, or even seriously 
discuss, other fixed programs for 
making Atlanta's streets safe until 
the present laws were given a fair | 


test by enforcement; and in this | 
connection it did not hesitate to) 
charge that these laws were 
being openly and flagrantly vio- 
lated every day in Atlanta, which 
violations were not only causing 
unnecessary and disturbing and ex- 
pensive traffic congestions in the 
heart of the city at all hours, but 
were responsible for many of the 
accidents from recklessness in that 
drivers of automobiles would seek, 
wlien out of the zone of con- 
gestion, to make up the traffic de- 
lays by fast driving, and fn many 
instances reckless speeding. 

The safety council’s special com- 
mittee met with Mayor Sims, Re- 
corder Johnston and Police Chief 
Beavers on Tuesday, as a result of 
which a fuller and more definite 
meeting will be held with the full 
traffic committee of council on 
Friday morning. 

That the council means business 
gs evident from the militant spirit 
it is manifesting, and from the very 
pungent resolutions its executive 
committee passed on Wednesday, 
dealing with a situation that is un-

ing now that the winter months are 
approaching with a shorter day- 
light period, and naturally. a greater 
all-day general vehicular congestion.

Now mark 
you, while France entered the war 
financially weak, she made no effort 
during the war to correct her weak- 
ness, The authorized figures—and 
they are the only ones we are using—- 
show that France spent for war pur- 
poses $21,677,000,000, and raised in 
war taxes to pay for this huge ¢a- 
pense, the pitiful sum of only $21, 
000,000. For every dollar spent for 
war purposes she raised 1 cent in war 
taxes. Cmpare this with 31 per cent 
raised by the United States and 23% 
per ecnt by Great Britain.

France raised by taxation 15 cen‘s 
out of every dollar she spent for all 
purposes, war expenses included, dt-- 
ing the period of the struggle. So S5 
cents had to be gotten elsewhere. She 
rot it by borrowing on her credit and 
| by inflating her currency, just as E ig- 

land did. 

Just bow was this done? 

First. Bs selling her liberty bonds 
and her short-time loans, she increased 
| her debt from $6,652,000,000 to $2%S.- 
702,000,000 on January 1, 1919, a» 
increase of more than 430 per cen’. 

Second. By increasing her bank- 
note circulation—her rolume _ of 
money—from $1,150,000 to $8,400,690 
on July 1, 1919, an increase of 730 
per cent. 

The war came to a close late 
1918. France won. Everybody 
pected inflation to stop.

Huge Debt Increase. 

Since the close of the war, France 
increase her public aept, based on par 
exchange, from $28,702,000 to S&53.- 
200,000 on July 1, 1920, and now to

Frank Vanderlip once said that the 
French mind grows bewildered when 
the unit of a millionis reached. Even 
before the great war her handling of 
the public debt problem was notori- 
ously bad. The French debt increased 
48-fold from 1900 to 1914. Compare 
this with the debt of Great Britain, 
which increased during this time only 
two-fold. 

The government of France in 191+ 

actually owed more money than the 
governments of Germans, Greece, Re 
mania, Servia, Sweden, Norway, 
Great Britain and the United Statex 
combined. With the population equal 
to one-third of that of the United 
States and covering a territory one 
fifteenth as much, France, entered the 
world war financially sick. She was 
already overburdened with debt. She 
owed $166 for every man, woman and 
child within her county. She had the 
largest government debt per capita in 
the world—twice that of Great Brit- 
tain, five times that of Turkey, six 
times that’of Russia, ten times that of 
German and fifteen times that of *he 
United States. Now this is a very 
significant fact. At the very time 
when the war broke on startled En- 
rope, France was making up a ‘r- 
ficit in herrunning expenses by -e'l- 
ing $250,000,000 of bonds. She was 
constantly selling her bonds to par 
her running expenses, 
From 1881 to 1890 she spent about 
$1,000,000 more than she raised in 
taxes. From 1871 to 1914, the pub- 
lic debt increased from $250,000,906 | 
to $620,0000,000, which alone in- 
creased the interest charges

DIES ABOARD SnilP 


New York. Sentember 19.—(By As- 


sociated Press.)—Paui J. Rainey, 
noted explorer and big game hunter, 
died aboard the British ship Saxon 
enroute from Southampton to Cape- 
town, his business associates were in- 
formed today in radio messages from 
his sister, Mrs. Grace Rainey Rogers. 

He was bound for the ranch he had 
carved out of the heart of the jungle 
near Nairobi, British East Africa, 
when he suffered a _ stroke of 
paralysis. His body was buried at 
sea, the messages from Mrs. Rogers 
said. The Saxon left Southampton 
September 17. 


OWNED PLANTATION 
IN MISSISSIPPI. 

Memphis, Tenn., September 19.— 
Paul J. Rainey, noted as an explorer 
and big game hunter, who died aboard 
the steamer Saxon enroute to Cape- 
town, operated a 30,000-acre cotton 
plantation near New Albany, Miss., 
and maintained on his plantation one 
of the finest hunting preserves in the 
south.

In Productivity, Says Hoover

New York, September 19 —Secre- 


tary Hoover was quoted here today

as saying that in studying general 
trade conditions he could see no signs 
of-a reduction in productivity. The 
best opinion here is that he was 
talking from the viewpoint ef poli- 
ties, not business. Aside from the 
further cuts in crude oil, there was 
another cut in the price of copper 
to 131-2 cents a pound, with brass 
prices lower. The Iron Age stated 
that the past week, in both iron and 
steel, had been quiet; that consum- 
ers were getting such gool service 
from the railroads and the mills that 
deliveries of materials bought in the 
first and second quarters were suf- 
ficient for needs; that meanwhile 
there had been a slight furtker re- 
duction in production of buch steel 
and iron; that while prices were 


holding the present tendency ie in the 


buyer's favor. 

Much encouragement was voiced 
here over today’s cables, officially 
announcing that Baldwin and Poin- 
care, after a long conference, had 
agreed on all points raised. 

Call money opened at 43-4 per 
cent, but afterwards declined tc four. 
Time money remained at 512. but 
more money was offered. Easier 
money was attributed to liquidation 
in the stock market, followed by 
payment of outstanding loans. 

With oil shares making new low 
prices for the year, becaus: of the 
over-production in crude in Califor- 
nia, which is pressing prices of fin- 
ished products, Wall Street was 
greatly interested in today's figures 
from the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute, showing the daily average pro- 
duction of crude in California for 
the month of August at 852.903 bar- 
rels, against 814,906 for July. Tota! 
stocks of oil held in California at 
the close of August amounted to &3.- 
225,835 barrels, against 78,655,604, at 
the close of July. 

With the newspaper service here 
demoralized, Wall Street is anxious 
to know what losses the insurance 
companies have suffered through the 
California fire. The best informed 
Insurance men in the financial dis- 
trict say that the estimate of $10.- 
000,000 is too large; that total prop- 
erty loss will not be over $6,000,000, 
with the insurance loss $3.500,000. 

Three large insurance companies 
here figure that $3,500,00 each has 
been lost. This undoubtedly will 
bring about selling of securities by 
insurance companies, but not to the 
degree first estimated. Like the 
losses in Japan, the first estimates 
were excessive. Nevertheless, insur- 
ance companies have recently been 
hard hit. 

Organized labor in the shoe man- 
ufacturing industry at Lynn, Mass., 
is learning that it hag been killing 
the goose that lays the golden egg.

Today it has only 87. Three firms 
have withdrawn during the last fort- 
night, one moving to another part of 
the country, because, owing to con- 
stant labor troubles, it cannot sup- 
ply its 61 retail stores with shoes. 


Drastic Cut Made 
In Mid-Continent Oil: 
Grading Is Revised 


Tulsa, Okla., September 19.—(By

}in the price of mid-continent crude oi! 
prices and a radical change in the 
classification of the grades heretofore 
used was announced today, by the 
Prairie Oil and Gas company, which 
posted a new schedule reducing for- 
mer prices from 15 to 70 cents a bar- 
rel and cutting the number of grades 
from eight to three. 

The new quotations are: 

Below 33 degrees, 90 cents; 83 to 
39.9 degrees, $1.30; 40 degrees anid 
above, $1.75. 

While a cut in crude by the Prairie 
has been expected in oil circles, due to 
recent reductions by the Magnolia and 
other purchasers, the reduction was 
not expected to be so large and the 
change in grades was not looked for.

Washington, September 19.—The 
z.R-3, German-built sister ship to the 
navy airship ZR-l, is expected to 
leave Freidrichshafen early in No- 
veuber for her trans-Atlantic voyage 
to her future home at Lake Hurst, 
N. J. A station ship will be placed in 
mid-ocean to direct the big craft and 
the weather bureau, shipping voard

Since the German ship was built 
e« a commercial craft, her accommo- 
dations vary considerably from those 
of the ZR-1, which was designed as 
a war auxiliary. Provision has been 
made for 20 passengers on long 
ights, or 30 on short voyages. The 
individual cabins are said to com- 
ore favorably with the finest rail- 
vav sleepers.
